The dis- 
trict must have $50,000 in local tap-on 
fees in the bank before USD A Rural De- 
velopment will release funds to begin the 
project, said Water District Manager 
Cynthia Montgomery. 

he $2.2 million project is designed to 
serve nearly 200 new customers in rural 
Morgan County.

The following article from 
The Washington Post was re- 
cently e-mailed to family and 
friends in this area by Capt. Lexie 
R. Gibbs III, a compay com- 
mander in Iraq. Capt. Gibbs, a na- 
tive of Wolfe County, is a gradu- 
ate of Morehead State University. 
He is now serving his third term 
of duty in the Middle East, one 
in Afghanistan and is currently on 
his second tour in Iraq. 

To his family members and 
friends, he writes: “Hey everyone 
. . . it has been a rough weekend 
over here ... we lost six more 
brave soldiers. I saw this article 
on the Washington Post (website) 
and thought I would mail it to all 
of you. (He called it “A strong ar- 
ticle to Read”). Please remember 
in your prayers the families who 
will continue to pay the price of 
Freedom after the funeral ends.”

In Section 60, death remains 
too fresh to be separated from 
life. 

You see it in the 17 cigars 
pushed into the grass near one 
headstone, signs that a combat 
unit stopped by. And in the 
mother who spent winter after- 
noons wrapped in a sleeping bag, 
stretched across her son’s grave. 

And in the older man who 
reads Robert Frost to the dead, 
knowing that their families live 
thousands of miles away. 

Here in Section 60 are the 
graves of 336 men and women 
killed in Iraq and Afghanistan - 
almost one in 10 of the dead. 
Operations Iraqi Freedom and 
Enduring Freedom have pro- 
duced the highest percentage of 
burials at Arlington National 
Cemetery from any war. For the 
duration of this war, there have 
been few photographs of coffins 
returning home. Section 60 is the 
one place to get a sense of the 
immensity of the nation’s loss. 

The great expanse of the cem- 
etery is known for its orderliness, 
its precision. Each Memorial 
Day, the government places an 
American flag exactly one foot in 
front of every headstone. Only 
flowers are allowed on graves. 

But in “60,” the messiness of 
life disrupts the order. Picnics are 
laid and incense burned. Red 
glass hearts are left atop the head- 
stones. Origami-style sheets of 
notebook paper are tucked away, 
safe from lawn mower blades. 

Mothers and widows, friends 
and regretful exes write intimate 
notes, some as casual as a mes- 
sage stuck on a refrigerator door. 

“I called your old cell phone 
the other day. Someone named 
Brian has it now, and I couldn’t 
help but wonder if he knew any- 
thing about you.” 



“It was so wonderful having 
lunch with you. Now that I know 
how easy it is to get here by 
Metro, I’ll come by way more 
often.” 

Here, the deaths haven’t been 
fully absorbed. People talk to 
their dead. They still see their 
dead. 

“Somebody drives by,” Linda 
Bishop, a few feet from the grave 
site of her son Jeff, “and you 
think it’s him. You see him. The 
phone rings, says Xiomara Mena 
Anderson, standing over the 
grave of her son Andy, and “I al- 
ways think it’s him.” 

Other parts of Arlington wear 
the dignified repose of old age 
and bygone eras. Section 60 re- 
verberates with youth and imme- 
diacy. Visitors wear long side- 
burns and spiky hair, flip flops 
and eyelet skirts. 

Even the names on the head- 
stones sound youthful and vi- 
brant: Megan, Jesse, Heath, 
Blake. They are names that seem 
better suited to text messaging - 
LOL, BFF - than to the abbrevi- 
ated code of the graveyard - 
CPL, BSM. 

“I find a need to be there,” 
says Teresa Arciola, who drives 
from New York’s Westchester 
County every other month to 
place iPod earbuds on her son’s 
grave and play for him the Temp- 
tations and Eminem. She brings 
him Black Forest gummy bears 
and, on his birthday, beer that she 
pours into the ground. At every 
visit, she sits on his grave and 
reads aloud from his favorite 
baby book, “Corduroy.” He had 
just turned 20. 

“I feel good while I’m there,” 
Arciola says. “But I don’t think 
there’s comfort.” 

The graves come quickly. 

One mother visits the grave of 
her casualty officer, the man who 
was there for her when she first 
learned that her son had died in 
2005. 



level of choreography. 

Two were held Wednesday, 
back to back. Overhead, thunder- 
storms threatened, the sky was 
the color of dark cement and the 
wind blew flower arrangements 
to the ground. 

By the time the first man was 
buried - Maj. Douglas A. 
Zembiec, a 34-year-old Marine 
known as the Lion of Fallujah - 
the backhoe beside his grave had 
begun to dig for the next funeral. 
More than 50 mourners remained 
near Zembiec ’s grave site. 

Some wandered, visiting 
other graves. A man in a dark suit 
sought out two other headstones. 
A Marine officer spent 20 min- 
utes crisscrossing the section, 
stopping regularly. 

And the backhoe continued to 
dig. Every mound of dirt scooped 
from the newest grave was used 
to finish burying the officer 
whose funeral had just ended. 
Rites for Army spec. Matthew T. 
Bolar were to begin in an hour. 

To stand at the edge of where 
the graves begin is to see exactly 
what the war has meant - what 
has been lost, what has been sac- 
rificed. The headstones’ dark, 
black lettering seems to endlessly 
repeat the vague circumstances 
of each death: Operation Iraqi 
Freedom... Operation Iraqi Free- 
dom... Operation Enduring Free- 
dom... Iraqi Freedom... Iraqi... 
Iraqi . . . Iraqi . . . Enduring . . . Iraqi . . . 
Iraqi... Iraqi... Iraqi... Iraqi... 
Iraqi... Enduring... 

“Freedom is not free,” say the 
hats and bracelets worn by some 
visitors to Section 60. And the 
rows of headstones - from the 
just-dug graves back to those of 
World War II, Korea and Vietnam 
veterans who died of old age - 
are stark, white reminders of how 
much that freedom has cost. 

The graves spread in every 
direction, as orderly as crops in 
early June, lines and diagonals as 
reassuring as they are mesmer- 
izing. 

Although more than 300,000 
veterans from every American 
war since the Revolution are bur- 
ied at Arlington, the cemetery 
gained worldwide prominence 
after Pres. John F. Kennedy was 
laid to rest their in 1963. It is cel- 
ebrated as sacred ground for mili- 
tary heroes. 

Arciola remembers first going 
to visit her son Michael after he 
died in Iraq in 2005. Seeing an- 
other mother in a chair nearby, 
Arciola approached and asked, 
“Does it get any better?” 

Answered the woman, whose 
son had died about two years ear- 
lier, “No.” 

This is the place where all of 
the grief, anger and pride at 
what’s going on in Iraq and Af- 
ghanistan come together. Chil- 
dren chase each other through the 
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headstones and try to pry rocks 
from the dirt of freshly dug 
graves. Their parents stand 
nearby, introducing themselves 
and exchanging e-mails and 
phone numbers. 

“They tell me they don’t want 
to go to any more grief counse- 
lors or priests. They want to be 
with people who are going 
through hell themselves,” says 
Carol Thomas, who stops by 
regularly and has befriended 
many of the regulars. Her hus- 
band is buried elsewhere in Ar- 
lington, and she sees the Iraq and 
Afghanistan war dead as “all my 
boys.” She sees their mothers and 
fathers, widows, uncles, best 
friends and others as “my great 
friends.” 

In this place bordered by a 
canopy of trees, with distant 
church bells ringing like deep 
amens to a prayer and a pair of 
wind chimes sounding like a 
summertime back porch, others 
call to each other from afar: 
“How have you been?” “It’s good 
to see you!” They hug and 
squeeze hands, holding tight and 
saying silently what no one has 
to articulate. 

“Has the Muslim family come 
today?” ask regular visitor Joyce 
Ward on the afternoon of 
Mother’s Day. 

“No. I haven’t seen them,” 
answers Anderson, whose eldest 
son died in Iraq a year ago in 
June. She missed him so com- 
pletely that the words of his 
tombstone are repeated across the 
back left window of her sport- 
utility vehicle on a bracelet she 
wears daily: “In loving memory 
of My Beloved Son Cpl. Andy D. 
Anderson.” She has spent all day 
here, filling vases by his grave- 
stone with mums and daisies. 
“But I see flowers,” Anderson 
adds, thinking that is a good sign. 

“No,” Ward tells her, 
worriedly. “I brought those.” 

They go quiet for a moment, 
knowing what the other family is 
going through, wishing they 
could help. 

Another woman nearby says, 
“The parents are having a tough 
time, aren’t they?” 

In May 2005, Beth Belle’s 
son, Nicholas Kirven, was the 
first to be buried in a brand-new 
row of graves. Two year later, 
five rows extended from his 
headstone. She is talking about 
the young man who stopped by 
earlier in the day, the one who 
still walked haltingly on his pros- 
thesis and had a scar winding 
around his skull, the one who 
leaned over to see names on the 
newest graves, his arms hugging 
his chest. 

“They come, and they cry,” 
Belle says, describing the veter- 



ans she has watched and spoken 
with in the past two years. Only 
a week ago, while she and her 
husband and others from their 
family were fussing over flow- 
ers at her son’s grave, she noticed 
a Marine hanging out at the grave 
of a young man buried two rows 
up from her son. 

“He kept looking over at us,” 
Belle says, until her sister finally 
told her, “I think he wants to talk 
to you. You should go over 
there.” He had been back only 
two days, Belle remembers, and 
he said, “This is the hardest thing 
for us to see - the families.” 
As she talks, another young man 
comes and kneels by Larry 
Philippon’s grave, right next to 
her son’s. He starts to cry, and his 
sniffles seem so loud they almost 
echo. When he stands, Belle’s 
husband says something to him, 
and he answers quickly, as 
though it’s all he trusts himself 
to say: “I played lacrosse with 
Larry.” 

When she was talking with the 
Marine, Belle continues, he be- 
came as emotional has the la- 
crosse player. He told her words 
she’d heard before from others 
returning from battle, sentiments 
she doesn’t share. “I let you 
down,” he said. “We didn’t bring 
your song back. I didn’t do my 
job.” 

A man with thick, gray hair is 
reading is to the fallen. 
Midafternoon, Tom Gugliuzza- 
smith takes a break, picks up a 
large, brown watering can and 
small brush and visits every 
gravestone on the section’s north- 
ern end, scrubbing bird drop- 
pings. He has been visiting Sec- 
tion 60 since late 2004, when he 
stopped by a funeral and watched 
a gangly adolescent collapse over 
his father’s casket. He has since 
become, in effect, a stand-in for 
those who can’t be there. He 
reads books such as “The Da 
Vinci Code” and “For Whom the 
Bell Tolls,” sent by far-away 
families for their sons. 

And now, down York Drive, 
the shady road that leads straight 



to Section 60, a tall slender guy 
is walking fast. He has shaggy 
blond hair and Euro-fashionable 
clothes: dark shirt, skinny jeans, 
backpack. 

His stride is long, almost 
buoyant. 

He turns right and threads his 
way through the gravestones, 
slowing, then stopping at one 
that, two-and-a-half weeks ago, 
lay in the final row. That distinc- 
tion has since disappeared. A new 
row of freshly dug graves holds 
seven headstones. 

Sinking to his heels, this 
young man who, only moments 
before, looked purposeful and 
almost brisk seems to crumble. 
He reaches toward the name 
etched into the gravestone. He is 
sobbing.

Hello from Judge Tim Conley 
and staff! 



It has been awhile since I last 
wrote the Judge’s Corner, and I 
know a lot of people want to hear 
about the budget and our current 
court situation. 

First of all, let me comment 
about the court news briefly. At 
this time I have not officially 
been served with any papers on 
the outcome of the special grand 
jury. My phone has been ringing 
off the hook with calls of support 
prayers and understanding. I 
have had a lot of people ask how 
can they help and can we start a 
legal defense fund. My brother, 
Tommy Conley, is going to over- 
see this. Remember this is only 
another stumbling block. What I 
like to do is stack these stumbling 
blocks up so I can climb higher 
and reach up for Morgan County. 
I proudly serve each one of you 
in Morgan County and this, too, 
will pass. 

Now, about our budget. It is 
not my goal or anyone else’s goal 
to raise anyone’s taxes and if we 
can continue our growth and 
maintain our services and bal- 
ance at the same time I’m all for 
it. Once we do pass a balanced 
budget, I will report to you all of 
the cuts or additions to the bud- 
get. Over the past four years we 
have helped with better roads, 
from gravel to blacktop, new 
bridges, mowing roadsides and 
cleaning snow and ice. We have 
helped with senior citizens and 
youth programs. We have 
brought new jobs and built our 
infrastructure. We have helped in 
bringing water to an additional 
1,000 families and much, much 
more. 

I have presented two balanced 
budgets to the fiscal court. Both 
have been denied, so now it is the 
magistrates’ duty to pass a bal- 
anced budget. So for the next 12 
months, instead of making deci- 
sion in the judge’s office to work 
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on your roads or help the volun- 
teer fire departments, rescue 
squad or youth activities, we will 
work directly off the budget. If 
you have a need, you will need 
to call your magistrate and see if 
money has been approved for ser- 
vice. Again, once a budget is ap- 
proved, I will report to you what 
you can expect. 

Note: I have kept a very open 
door policy with a lot of informa- 
tional meetings. I believe in keep- 
ing you, the people I work for, in- 
formed. However, because of the 
upcoming court case I will need to 
hold my comments on this issue 
until I have a trial. Again, my staff, 
my family, and I greatly appreci- 
ate all the positive support you 
have shown us.

FRANKFORT — Kentucky 
voters — Democrats and Repub- 
licans — were eminently sensible 
in last week’s gubernatorial pri- 
maries. They decided they just 
didn’t want five more weeks of 
campaigning leading to a runoff 
between the top two candidates. 

So they gave Gov. Ernie 
Fletcher the GOP nomination 
with 50 percent of the vote and 
former Ft. Gov. Steve Beshear 
the Democratic nomination with 
41 percent. 

A runoff in either party would 
have been vicious, expensive and 
exhausting for the candidates and 
the others. 

I still believe a runoff in the 
gubernatorial primaries is valu- 
able, despite the likelihood that 
the General Assembly will repeal 
it at the first opportunity. A 
party’s nominee for the state’s 
highest office ought to show sup- 
port from at least 40 percent of 
voting party members before rep- 
resenting that party in a general 
election. 

As for the November election, 
who’s got the edge as the two 
candidates regroup and prepare 
(translation: raise huge sums of 
money) for the fall campaign? 

It has to be Beshear. He has a 
Democratic Party united, as it 
hasn’t been in years and deter- 
mined to regain the office it lost 
four years ago to Fletcher. Even 
with so many Democrats fight- 
ing for the nomination last week, 
there is no evidence of bitterness 
on the part of the losers to sit on 
the sidelines and let Beshear sink 
or swim on his own. 

As for Fletcher, no matter 
what Anne Northup or Billy 
Harper and their supporters say, 
the Kentucky Republican Party 
is sharply divided. Too much 
harsh language has been used 
over the last six months on both 
sides simply to forgive and for- 
get. 



Can anyone imagine Northup, 
after attacking Fletcher’s 
electability, relentlessly, sud- 
denly appearing at campaign ral- 
lies on his behalf? Can anyone 
imagine Fletcher, the focus of 
those attacks, wanting her there? 

Besides, it will be only human 
nature for Fletcher to want to 
show so many party leaders, in- 
cluding his own lieutenant gov- 
ernor, that he can win re-election 
without them. 

And that’s going to be diffi- 
cult with a united Democratic 
Party effort to deny him that. 

Beshear carried Jefferson 
County even though tow of his 
well- known opponents were 
from Jefferson County. Fletcher, 
on the other hand, lost Jefferson 
and surrounding counties, which 
contain the sate’s largest number 
of Republican voters, to Northup. 

And even though Fletcher 
won with 50 percent of Republi- 
can votes, 50 percent voted 
against him, and the vast major- 
ity of Republican voters simply 
stayed home and didn’t bother to 
cast a ballot for or against him. 

The Democrat turnout wasn’t 
much more impressive, but 
Beshear, with five opponents, got 

40.000 more votes than Fletcher 
with only two opponents. 

In fact, it was more than 

100.000 Democrats who put 
Fletcher into office in 2003, in- 
cluding a great many state gov- 
ernment employees and teachers 
across the state. We doubt he will 
get anywhere near that many in 
2007. 

As for money, Fletcher and 
Beshear will have ample re- 
sources. As one of the few gu- 
bernatorial elections this year, 
Kentucky will be the target of 
both national parties, the Repub- 
licans to show it can hang onto 
the state’s highest office, the 
Democratic to show it can take 
that office back. 

And while Fletcher showed a

The West Liberty Volunteer 
Fire Department responded to a 
structure fire at a local apartment 
complex early Saturday morning, 
with Caney Valley, Highway 
172/Peddler Gap and Highway 
519 fire departments also help- 
ing contain the blaze to one unit. 

West Liberty Fire Chief John 
Conley said dispatch received a 
call at approximately 6:14 a.m. 
from the apartment building 
owned by EKCC Warden John 
Motley at 197 Riverview Circle, 
where first responders arrived to 
the apartment of tenant Sherry 
Legg at 6:21 a.m. 

“Legg was not at home when 
the apartment caught fire,” 
Conley said. “She was at work 
at the time. Her neighbor, Bobby 
Gunnell, was letting his dog out 
that morning when he saw smoke 
through her windows and re- 
ported it to 911.” 

Upon arrival, Lt. Joshua 
James and 2nd Lt. Carter 
Easterling attacked the fire 
through the unit’s front door, 
while firefighters Tommy Conley 
and Kenny Dulin attacked 
through the back door into the 
kitchen. 

“There was excessive smoke 
and water damage to the kitchen 
and living room,” Lt. James said. 
“The fire was contained to the 
kitchen area and there was no 
damage to the other apartments. 
Approximately seven people 
were evacuated safely from the 
building during the fire.” 

Conley said firefighters con- 
tained the electrical fire in ap- 
proximately 45 minutes. 

“The fire likely started behind 
the refrigerator due to an electri- 
cal short,” Conley said. “Fortu- 
nately no one was injured though 
the fire’s cause is still under in- 
vestigation.” 

Conley also said inter-depart- 
mental cooperation prevented a 
major blaze. 

“We appreciate all firefighters 
who responded to this call,” 
Conley said. “Anytime we deal 
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with multiple-family dwellings 
such as apartment buildings, etc., 
there is a potential for a large fire. 
All fire departments worked ex- 
ceptionally well together to ex- 
tinguish the fire and secure the 
scene quickly.”

The West Liberty Volunteer 
Fire Department comemorated 
Memorial Day on Sunday 
evening by honoring a fallen 
comrade with a brief graveside 
ceremony at Coffee Cemetery on 
Old Highway 172.

“We will always remember

Vanderpool served West Lib- 
erty Fire Department two years, 
and White Oak and Caney Val- 
ley fire deparments approxi- 
mately six months. He served the 
Morgan County Rescue Squad 
less than one month.

“When my family tried to eat 
local for a year, we learned as 
much about politics as we did 
about produce,” acclaimed author 
Barbara Kingsolver writes in 
Mother Jones magazine, chan- 
neling her first full-length narra- 
tive non-fiction book, Animal, 
Vegetable, Miracle. 

Kingsolver writes about the 
fortunes of the farmers in Appa- 
lachian Harvest , a nonprofit in 
Southwest Virginia and upper 
East Tennessee. “They had 
learned organic methods, put 
away the chemicals, and done 
everything right to grow a prod- 
uct consumers claimed to want. . 

. . And then suddenly, when the 
farmers were finally bringing in 
these tomatoes by the truckload 
and hoping for a decent payout, 
some grocery buyers backtracked 
. . . These tomatoes were perfect, 
and buyers were hungry. Agree- 
ments had been made. But pal- 
lets of organic tomatoes from 
California had begun coming in 
just a few dollars cheaper . . . The 
California growers needed only 
the economics of scale on their 
side, a cheap army of pickers, and 
customers who would reliably 
opt for the lower price ... In 
Charlottesville, Asheville, 
Roanoke, and Knoxville, super- 
market shoppers had no way of 
knowing how much heartache 
and betrayal was wrapped up in 
those cellophane two-packs of 
California tomatoes.” 

Here are more excerpts from 
the 3,939-word magazine article: 
“When we walked, as a nation, 



away from the land, our knowl- 
edge of food production fell away 
from us like dirt in a laundry-soap 
commercial . . . Now, it’s fair to 
say, the majority of us don’t want 
to be farmers, see farmers, pay 
farmers, or hear their complaints. 
Except as straw-chewing figures 
in children’s books, we don’t 
quite believe in them anymore. 
When we give it a thought, we 
mostly consider the food indus- 
try to be a thing rather than a per- 
son. We obligingly give 8 1 cents 
of our every food dollar to that 
thing, too — the processors, mar- 
keters, transporters, and so on. 
Less than one-fifth goes to farm- 
ers, and corporate ‘producers’ get 
the lion’s share of that. We com- 
plain about the high price of or- 
ganic meats and vegetables that 
might actually send back more 
than two dimes per buck to the 
humans putting seeds in the 
ground, harvesting, attending 
livestock births, standing in the 
fields at dawn. In the grocery 
store checkout corral, we learn all 
about which stars are secretly for- 
nicating, but nothing about the 
people who grew the cucumbers 
and melons in our carts . . . 

“There must be some reason 
why we don’t want to think about 
or compensate these hardworking 
men and women. The psychic 
divide between rural working 
class and urban middle is surely 
a part of the problem . . . The ur- 
ban U.S. middle class appears 
more immediately concerned 
about exploited Asian factory 
workers. For much of U.S. his- 



tory, rural regions have been 
treated essentially as colonial 
property of the cities. The carpet- 
baggers of the Reconstruction era 
were not the first or the last op- 
portunists to capitalize on an ex- 
tractive economy. When urban 
companies come to the country 
with a big plan — whether their 
game is coal, timber, or industrial 
agriculture — the plan is to take 
out the good stuff, ship the profit 
to the population centers, and 
leave behind a mess. . . . Rural 
concerns are less covered by the 
mainstream media, and often 
considered intrinsically comic. 
The policy of our nation is made 
in cities, controlled largely by 
urban voters who aren’t well in- 
formed about the changes on the 
face of our land, and the men and 
women who work it.” 

Kingsolver grew up near 
Carlisle, Ky. She lives with her 
family on a farm near Wythe ville, 
Va., where they raise free-range 
chickens, turkeys, Icelandic 
sheep, and a huge vegetable gar- 
den.

High-quality forage boosts 
farm animal performance 



The ultimate test of forage 
quality is animal performance. 
Producing high quality forage is 
vital to improved animal perfor- 
mance, whether your goal is more 
pounds of milk, a higher rate of 
gain, increased wool production 
or an improved conception rate. 

Forages provide a major per- 
centage of nutrients for beef and 
dairy cattle, sheep and goats, 
horses and ruminant wildlife. If 
the quality is not right, you can- 
not feed animals enough to 
achieve production goals. 

Forage quality is defined as 
“the extent to which a forage, 
whether pasture, hay or silage, 
has the ability to produce the de- 
sired animal response.” 

While many factors affect for- 
age quality, the stage of maturity 
at harvest is the single most im- 
portant consideration. It is also 
the one over which producers can 
make th most progress. Protein 
content, distensibility and accept- 
ability to livestock drops as le- 
gumes and grasses move from the 
vegetative, or leafy, stage to the 
reproductive, or seed, stage. For 
instance, grasses may contain 
more than 30 percent protein at 
the immature, leafy stage, but 
drop to less than 8 percent pro- 
tein when they mature. 

Because we have considerable 
variation in quality among the 
various forage species, choosing 
plan species is another important 



factor in producing high-quality 
forages. Generally, legumes are 
higher quality than grasses. Plant 
breeders continue to improve for- 
age quality within species, so 
variation also exists within spe- 
cies among varieties. 

In addition to forage quality, 
producers need to consider ani- 
mals’ nutritional needs and match 
the quality to these needs. For 
example, a high-producing dairy 
cow needs a higher quality feed 
than a dry, pregnant beef cow. 
Palatability, intake, digestibility 
and nutrient content are among 
those considerations. 

Palatability is a measure of 
acceptability by animals when 
offered free choice. In general, 
high-quality forages are more pal- 
atable. Forages must be palatable 
for animals to consume enough 
to meet their daily needs. Re- 
search has shown that animals 
tend to eat more of the better qual- 
ity forages. 

Digestibility also improves 
with forage quality. Animal may 
digest 80 to 90 percent of imma- 
ture, leafy grasses, but only 50 
percent or less of mature mate- 
rial with lots of stems. High qual- 
ity forages have significant 
amounts of protein, energy, vita- 
mins and minerals, but are low in 
undesirable contents such as fi- 
ber and lignin. Source: Dr. Garry 
Lacefield.

Forestry service investigates illegal 
stripping of slippery tree elm bark

Once again, forest service law 
enforcement officers on the 
Daniel Boone National Forest are 
on the lookout for individuals il- 
legally stripping the back of slip- 
pery elm trees. Hundreds of trees 
have been stripped of their bark 
on the London and Redbird ranger 
districts. The majority of tree 
stripping is occurring in the coun- 
ties of Jackson, Rockcastle, Clay 
and Leslie. Private landowners in 
these counties are experiencing 
the same problem. Even a slip- 
pery elm on a church lawn in 
downtown Manchester was re- 
cently stripped, and trees along 
the Hal Rogers Parkway stand 
naked in plain sight. 

In the medicinal herb market, 
the bark of slippery elms is one 
of several forest products in high 
demand. The bark is stripped and 
sold to buyers in the business of 
herbal remedies. The inner layer 
of bark is used as a soothing agent 
for throat, stomach and skin irri- 
tations. Some markets tout slip- 
pery elm bark as a dietary and 
weight loss supplement that im- 
proves digestion and removes 
toxins from the body. 



Depending on the dealer, a 
one-pound bag of slippery elm 
bark can sell for as much as $20 
in the herbal market. The bark 
harvesters, however, likely fetch 
less than half this amount. 

Other forest products com- 
monly removed from national for- 
est lands include ginseng, wood, 
mosses, wildflowers and rocks. 
The taking of natural resources 
from public land is illegal with- 
out a permit. Such permits are 
limited and issued only for gin- 
seng and firewood in designated 
areas. The illegal taking of gin- 
seng over decades has caused se- 
rious decline and even extirpation 
in some areas. 

Last year, six individuals were 
arrested for the theft of slippery 
elm bark on the Daniel Boone 
National Forest. Three of these 
individuals were repeat offenders, 
caught stripping trees a second 
time within a week of their first 
arrest. So far this year no arrests 
have been made, but forest ser- 
vice officers are monitoring the 
areas where tree stripping is likely 
to occur. 

Once the bark of slippery elms

is removed, the tree can no longer 
transport water and nutrients. 
Unless some bark remains, the 
trees typically die within just a 
few months. 

Under the 36 Code of Federal 
Regulations, “removing any tim- 
ber, tree or other forest product, 
except as authorized by a special- 
use authorization, timber sale 
contract, or Federal law or regu- 
lation” is prohibited (36 CFR, 
Section 261.6h). 

“Anyone caught stripping bark 
on the national forest will be pros- 
ecuted under federal law,” said 
Patrol Captain Dennis Whitehead 
with the forest service. “Our of- 
ficers intend to do everything they 
can to stop this illegal activity.” 

To help prevent the illegal tak- 
ing of important natural resources 
on national forest lands, the pub- 
lic is encouraged to report the 
theft of forest products to their 
nearest forest service office. For 
more information the public may 
contact the forest headquarters of 
the Daniel Boone National For- 
est at 859-745-3100.

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Congressman Rogers asks 
FDA to reclassify OxyContin

May 17, 2007 - Top execu- 
tives of Purdue Pharma, the 
manufacturer of the pain killer 
OxyContin, admitted this month 
to lying about the addictive na- 
ture of this drug and overselling 
it. This guilty plea marks a turn- 
ing point in a long, hard battle to 
recover from the destruction this 
drug unleashed throughout our 
region and the nation. 

Starting in 2000, my constitu- 
ents began to inform me of the 
dark side of this drug - one that 
was extremely addictive, leading 
to deaths, criminal activity, ruined 
careers and broken families. 
What started in the boardroom of 
Purdue Pharma was spreading 
into our living rooms, bathrooms 
and classrooms at an exponential 
rate. Practically every family was 
touched in some way. By 2001, 
Appalachian Regional Hospital in 
Hazard reported treating at least 
10 OxyContin overdoses a week. 
In the meantime, OxyContin 
grew into a multi-billion dollar 
business. Purdue’s boardroom 
was ecstatic. 

By now, my region of Ken- 
tucky was ground zero in the 
abuse of OxyContin. I initiated a 
Congressional probe in 2001 that 
examined Purdue Pharma and its 
OxyContin victims. 

I will never forget a father and 
teenage son from the Fifth Con- 
gressional District testifying be- 
fore us. The high from 
OxyContin was described as 
nothing short of euphoric and on 
par with heroin and cocaine. In 
this case, the teenage son was pre- 



scribed OxyContin for a sports 
injury, a common practice among 
unsuspecting doctors whom 
Purdue had assured was safe. 

This young man and his fam- 
ily had no way of knowing that 
this prescription would mark the 
beginning of the end. After ap- 
pearing before my subcommittee, 
this young man with a promising 
future ultimately surrendered to 
OxyContin and died of an over- 
dose less than a year later. I be- 
gan hearing of dozens of such 
deaths. 

At that same Congressional 
hearing, I pointed out to Purdue 
Pharma’s Paul Goldenheim, one 
of the executives who pled guilty, 
that prescriptions in my region 
were out of control and that other 
places in the country were “hot 
spots.” I told him that people were 
dying while the company did 
nothing as his product spread onto 
main street America. 

By 2002, Eastern Kentucky 
was home to 25% of the nation’s 
overdose deaths due to 
OxyContin. Nationwide, retail 
sales went from $25 million in 
1996 to $1.2 billion in 2002, at 
one point accounting for 90 per- 
cent of the company’s sales. The 
doctors who wrote prescriptions 
saw increasing visits from Purdue 
sales people who lavished them 
with gifts and special attention, 
assuring them that OxyContin 
was safe for minor pain. 

In 2002, my home community 
was devastated when my personal 
friend, Pulaski County Sheriff 
Sam Catron, was gunned down by 
an assassin addicted to 



OxyContin. A corrupt political 
rival easily bought off this drug 
addict who hid in the woods and 
fired the single shot that ended 
Sam’s life. 

Still, Purdue continued push- 
ing this drug. So, I tried another 
approach in 2003. I went before 
a Food and Drug Administration 
advisory panel to press them to 
limit OxyContin to “severe” pain 
and deny its use for “moderate” 
pain. But Purdue was ahead of 
me. This so-called advisory panel 
included members who receive 
pharmaceutical corporate fund- 
ing, a conflict of interest favor- 
ing manufacturers like Purdue. 
The fix was in. 

Then in 2003, Lexington Her- 
ald-Leader reporter Bill Estep 
wrote a series of articles, “Pre- 
scription for Pain,” about Eastern 
Kentucky that showed in horrid 
detail the overdose deaths, 
wrecked lives, abandoned chil- 
dren and distraught families left 
behind in the wake of Purdue’s 
greed. Among the banner head- 
lines: “Eastern Kentucky: Pain- 
killer Capital.” Another pro- 
claimed: “Nobody - not the doc- 
tors, the cops, the court system or 
society was doing anything to 
stop the abuse.” 

That expose caused me to try 
something new and untried any- 
where else in America. We 
brought together law enforce- 
ment, prosecutors, judges, social 
services professionals, educators, 
religious leaders and others in an 
unprecedented effort to get a 
handle on this problem. We toiled 



away at this for months in long 
deliberations late into the night. 

Out of these sessions came 
UNITE - Unlawful Narcotics In- 
vestigations Treatment and Edu- 
cation, which we launched in 
2004. It consisted of: undercover 
agents to catch pushers, drug 
courts in every community, extra 
prosecutors, counselors in every 
school, treatment centers, vouch- 
ers for addicts too poor to pay for 
their own rehabilitation, county 
coalitions of concerned citizens, 
committees to attend court and 
monitor cases and the involve- 
ment of churches in the fight. 

Since UNITE’s founding, we 
have confiscated over 50,000 pre- 
scription pain pills and over 1 800 
individuals have been arrested. 
Treatment, education and drug 
courts helped reduce the likeli- 
hood of addiction for thousands 
of others. 

And now, after Purdue’s con- 
stant denial of complicity, and 
knowledge of the dangers of 
OxyContin and after their aggres- 
sive and misbranding sales pitch 
and billions in profits, they have 
admitted their guilt. 

Purdue will pay over $634 
million in damages. While these 
executives enjoy a lush lifestyle 
fed by billions of dollars in wind- 
fall profits, I represent the 
scorched earth they left behind: 
hundreds dead, thousands ad- 
dicted, ruined families, wrecked 
careers, not to mention the mil- 
lions of tax dollars we had to 
spend fighting this scourge. 

As long as giant pharmaceuti- 
cal companies manipulate the 
market, there will be other 
OxyContins peddled to people 
who have no idea what they’re 
getting into. Eastern Kentucky 
knows what real pain is, and there 
is no pill for it.

TV profiles lead to arrest 
of two area drug suspects 



Three of Operation UNITE’s 
“most wanted” fugitives profiled 
during a special television broad- 
cast have been arrested as a re- 
sult of the program. In addition, 
tips received on the possible lo- 
cation of four other individuals 
are still being investigated. 

As part of its “Kentucky’s 
Most Wanted” series, WKYT 
TV-27 in Lexington aired pro- 
files of people wanted for drug- 
related offenses during its regu- 
lar news broadcast on Monday, 
April 30. The show included 18 
people wanted by UNITE. 

In between the fugitive pro- 
files the station ran stories from 
a family who lost a child to drugs, 
from a young man who was ad- 
dicted and turned his life around 
to become a youth minister, and 
a segment with UNITE Law En- 
forcement Director Dan Smoot 
about the drug problems facing 
Eastern Kentucky. 

News anchor Renee Charles, 
who hosted the program, will air 
a recap of the special on Mon- 
day, May 21, during the 5 p.m. 
to 6:30 p.m. newscast. 

Those arrested in the past 
three weeks include: 

• Johnny Campbell, age 49, of 



Quicksand in Breathitt County. 
Campbell turned himself in at the 
Jackson Police Department on 
May 1 after learning he was pro- 
filed on the show. He was 
charged with first-degree traf- 
ficking in a controlled substance 
second offense for selling 
OxyContin to an undercover 
UNITE detective on August 19, 
2005, and with being a persistent 
felony offender first-degree. He 
was lodged in Three Forks Re- 
gional Jail. 

• Lora Lee Wells, age 43, of 
Kodiak Road in Morehead. Wells 
was arrested May 2 by UNITE 
detectives following up a tip that 
she was working as a mechanic 
at a Rowan County garage. Wells 
was charged with two counts of 
second-degree trafficking in a 
controlled substance for selling 
Hydrocodone tablets to an under- 
cover detective between Novem- 
ber 15-21, 2005. At the time she 
was living on Flemingsburg 
Road in Morehead. She was 
lodged in Rowan County Deten- 
tion Center.

The Bluegrass: Cities, towns eating 
away at what amounts to a park 



The Bluegrass Region of 
Central Kentucky is in many re- 
spects a park, gradually being 
consumed by the urban areas that 
are scattered across it, University 
of Kentucky geography chair- 
man Karl Raitz told Byron 
Crawford for a column ina recent 
edition of The Courier- Journal. 

“The historical overlay of 
settlements, rising from the rich 
limestone and fertile soil . . . cre- 
ated a one-of-a-kind horse- 
breeding culture in the 1 8th and 
19th Centuries,” Crawford 
writes, quoting Raitz: “This pro- 
duced a built environment that 
has a sister over in the Nashville 
Basin [of Middle Tennessee, 
which has some of the same 
limestones], but other than that, 
generally can’t be found any- 
where else in North America.” 

“In England, an unbroken ex- 
panse of land punctuated by an- 
cient trees might be called ‘park 
land,’ he said. Applying that defi- 
nition to the region in Kentucky: 
Instead of looking at parks in cit- 
ies, we are looking at cities in a 



giant park many counties wide,” 
Crawford writes. “But it’s rapidly 
dwindling. . . . The American 
Farmland Trust calculates that 
every hour, 9.82 acres of 
Kentucky’s prime agricultural 
land is being lost to development. 
... At that rate, it’s little wonder 
The World Monuments Fund has 
placed Kentucky’s ‘Bluegrass 
Cultural Landscape’ on its list of 
the 100 most endangered sites on 
Earth.” 

The occasion for Crawford’s 
column is a photographic exhibit 
called “Vanishing Bluegrass” at 
at the Kentucky Derby Museum 
in Louisville, created in part with 
a grant from the Central Kentucky 
chapter of the American Institute 
of Architects. UK architecture 
professor Mark O’Bryan noted 
that the Bluegrass has no multi- 
county land use regulations, so he 
hopes “ for some type of region- 
ally coordinated discussions 
among counties for developing 
strategies to cope with growth on 
a broad scale,” Crawford writes.

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Cougars on the short end of a marathon in regional opener 

Lewis County commits 13 errors , but beats Morgan in 12 innings , 20-19

It was the game that seemed to 
last forever. The final box score 
showed a combined 121 batters, 
39 runs, 42 hits, 31 runners left 
on base and 19 fields errors in 
over four hours of baseball. 

Morgan County’s matchup 
with Lewis county in the opening 
round of the 16th region tourna- 
ment was a spectacle fans will not 
soon forget.

Game over, right? Not quite.
